EASIER DISHWASHING. 


evils of life, and it, therefore, be- 

hoves every housewife to make it as 
little disagreeable as possible. There are 
certain ways of making it a lighter and more 
agreeable task than it is in many homes, 
and these ways are well worth considering. 

Of first importance is the sink and the 
utensils and materials employed in the busi- 
ness of washing up! The sink should be 
set at lesat thirty-five inches from the floor 
to the bottom of the sink, as this height 
enables the average worker to stand straight 
with no strain on the = of the back, 
only the shoulder and upper arm muscles 
being involved in work done at the sink. 
Half the trais of washing up are caused by 
a too-low sink, did people but realise it. 

H only two hours a day are spent at the 
sink, the tired back muscles will react during 
the whole day, and the comfort derived from 
the alteration of height more than repays the 
cost of the change. Modern sinks are sup- 
plied with supports or legs of 
the right height, but the old- 
fashioned sinks have to be raised on bricks or 
metal piping. The efficient sink must have 
two draining boards, otherwise it is not pos- 
sible to wash the crocks with a tranquil mind 
—because there cannot be orderly progres- 
sion in washing. 

With two boards it is possible to stack 
the soiled dishes in neat piles, either on the 
left or right hand of the worker—as is found 
easiest—to wash in proper rotation, and to 
lift out of the water straight on to the 
second board. With only one board there is 
a tendency to stack the soiled dishes n the 
sink itself, or to place too many for safety 
in the washing up bowl. 

The next stipulation is a fibre rather than 
an enamel bowl—as it lessens the possibili- 
ties of breakages. As an alternative it is 
now possible to obtain small rubber mats 
which can be placed in the bottom of the 
bowl—thus acting as a buffer.“ If a 
brush or mop is used for washing 
the crocks, it is quite unnecessary 
to keep the hands in water. 
Good neutral soap is another essential if 
good results are to be obtained. A hard 
soap in which there is an excess of alkali is 
as harmful in the kitchen as in the bath- 
room, and should never be used. 

For success—method is most essential. The 
first step is to assemble all the necessary 
tools—such as dishpan, soap, friction powder, 
soda, mop, saucepan scourer, dish drainer, 
and clean dry cloth. 

Certain preliminaries are necessary before 
the actual washing-up takes place. When 
the dishes are brought from the diningroom— 
preferably on a service wagon—the first all 
left-overs should be placed on clean plates or 


[svt ot. us, is one of the necessary 


dishes. They should never be put away in 


the larder on dirty dishes. Then all the 
plates and dishes should be scraped clean into 
the sink strainer, using one of the special 
triagular rubber plate scrapers for this pur- 
pose. After a rub with newspaper to remove 
as much of the 
they should be piled in order 
on the one draining board. Saucepans 
etc., should be filled with cold water directly 
after use and left to soak. If any should have 
been burnt—a teaspoonful of washing soda 
should be added to the water, and the pan 
allowed to heat slowly. If badly burnt the 
pan should be heated dry over the fire, when 
the burnt portion will chip off. The pan 
should then be scoured with steel wool. 

For washing silver and china, it is best to 
use very hot soapy water, lifting each piece 
of silver out with the mop, and drying 
immediately. After the silver, the glasses 
should be washed one at a time, and dried 
while still almost too hot to touch. 

Plates and saucers may be placed in a pile 
in the hot soapy water, but cups and bowls 
should be handled singly. 

The hot water and soap should be renewed 
frequently. The secret of success lies in hav- 
ing the water so hot that the dishes dry with 
a polish, and so clean that they will not need 
another rinse. After the dinner, crocks and 
mixing bowls should be washed, and, lastly, 
the saucepans, scouring the latter thoroughly 
with friction soap, and after a thorough rinse 
—taking care to dry them thoroughly ina 
warm place, such as the top of the stove, be- 
fore putting away.

machines, both electri- 
cally and hand operated, can now be ob- 
tained, which will efficiently undertake the 
whole of the washing-up processes. The crocks 
are packed and fastened into special wire 
baskets which fit into the machine, and when 
soap and hot water are added, a handle is 
turned or a button pressed and the hot, 
soapy water is churned into action, thrown 
against the crocks with sufficient force to re- 
move all dirt and grease. The baskets are 
then lifted out of the machine, the soapy water 
drawn off and fresh, clear hot water added. 
The crocks are thus rinsed and can be lifted 
out and left in the baskets to dry—which 
they Jo very quickly. These machines are 3 
great boon to the busy housewife. 

For a family of more than ihre persons it 
is Lest to choose a washing up machine that 
is connected to the plumbing and to the hot 

water supply, as it is too large to manipulate 
easily without this connection. 

As with all machinery, it is essential to 
keep such a machine clean and aired to get 
good results, but with such care it will give 
most valuable service.

FREE STATE DEATH 
RATE. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


The Registrar-General’s returns for the 

week ended Saturday, 9th of August, state 
that the deaths from all causes in the under- 
mentioned areas for the week and for the 
past four weeks, respectively, were equal to 
the following annual rates per thousand of 
the population :'— 
Twelve town districts, 12.4 and 11.9; Dub 
lin Registration Area, 127 and 11.8; Dublin 
City, 14.4 and 12.2; Cork, 17.7 and 14.6; 
Limerick, 5.4 and 11.5; and Waterford, 17.1 
and 14.3. 

The deaths from the principal som 
diseases registered in the twelve town districts 
during last week were equal to an annual rate 
of 0.9 per 1,000. Among the twenty-six 
deaths from all causes for Cork were one from 
diphtheria, and two from diarrhea and 
enteritis of children under two years, and 
one of the two deaths for Sligo was from 
whooping cough. 

DUBLIN AREA. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the tota! 
number of births registered during the week 
amounted to 172—97 boys and 75 girls—and 
the deaths to 117—63 males and 54 females. 
The deaths registered, omitting the deaths 
(numbering 11) of persons mitted into 
public institutions from localities outside the 
area, represent an annual rate of mortality 
of 12.7 per 1,00) of the population. During 
the thirty-two weeks ending with Saturday 
last, the death rate averaged 17.0, and was 
3.0 below the mean rate for the i Me" 
ortions of the ten years 1914-1923. The rate 
or all deaths registered during the thirty-two 
weeks was 18.7, and during the ours 
periods of the preceding ten years 21.7. 
Included in the 106 deaths appertaining to 
the area are one from diphtheria, six from 
diarrhea and enteritis of children under two 
years, and one from influenza. In the three 
preceding weeks deaths from diphtheria were 
nought, one and one; deaths from diarrhea 
and enteritis of children under two years were 
two, seven and six. re were no deaths 
from influenza in the three preceding weeks. 
Tuberculosis disease caused nine deaths (of 
which five were from pulmonary tuberculosis, 
one from tuberculosis meningitis, and three 
from other forms of tuberculous disease), as 
against 17, nine and six from all forms of 
tuberculosis in the three weeks preceding. 
Twelve deaths were caused by cancer and 
14 by diseases of the heart. 

There were six deaths from pneumonia, 


comprising four from broncho-pneumonia and 
two from pneumonia not otherwise defined. 
Bronchitis caused five deaths. 

Five accidental deaths were registered, of 
which two were due to vehicles, one to drown- 
ing, and one to carbon-monoxide poisoning, 
and there was one death by execution and one 
case of suicide. 

Among deaths of infants under one year 
old, one was due to convulsions, three were 
due to diarrhea and enteritis, two to con- 
genital malformation, two to premature birth, 
and five to congenital debility. 

Twenty-one of the deaths registered during 
the week, appertaining to the area, were those 
of children under five years of age, 13 being 
infants under one year, of whom five were 
under one month old, and 29 deaths were 
those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of 
whom 22 were 70 years of age or over. 

Of the 106 deaths recorded, 48 occurred in 
hospitals and other public institutions. 
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BARRISTER’S SUDDEN 
DEATH 


WHEN GOING TO MEET HIS 
WIFE. 


The death occurred suddenly on Sunday 
afternoon of Mr. Gavin William Ralston, 
barrister, of the Inner Temple, who was 
spending his honeymoon at Worth, Matravers, 
near Swanage, Dorset, and who, at the time 
of his death, was walking to meet his wife 
along the road from Worth Matravers to 
Kingston. Mr. Ralston, who was about 62 
years of age, was married on August 5th at 
the Temple Church, London, to the Countess 
Thais Makhoroff, daughter of the Countess 
Orloff and the late Professor Yarov Makharoff, 
who, with her brother, was killed by the 
Bolsheviks. Mr. Ralston was a member of 
the Faculty of Advocates, Edinburgh, and 
had residences at Worth Matravers and other 
places. An inquest will be held to-day, 


FLEET HELD UP BY FOG. 


QUEBEC, August 18. 

The Brifish Special Service Squadron, 
which was scheduled’ to arrive here this after- 
noon, is being held up by fog 100 miles below 
Quebec, and will not arrive until to-morrow.

DONEGAL MENTAL 
HOSPITAL. 


COAL CARGO HELD UP.” 


The steamship Benvooar, with a cargo oí 
steam coal for Tirconaill Mental Hospital, 
arrived at Port Ballyraine on Sunday. Yes- 
terday morning preparations were made to 
unload her. Carters arrived at the quay, and 
after unloading her they went to the hospital. 
At the railway station they were approached 
by a number of the strikers, and after con- 
sultation the carters decided that they would 
deliver no further coal. On emptying the 
first load at the hospital they returned home. 

The Rev. John O’Doherty, Chairman of 
the Mental Hospital Committee, approached 
a local carter with a view to having the coal 
delivered. The local carter replied—** Settle 
the dispute and your coal will soon be 
carted. The steamer is being emptied, and 
the cargo deposited in the sheds on the quay. 
Civic Guards on duty at the quay were re- 
quested by the dock labourers to leave, as the 
men engaged at the vessel required no pro- 

duty

Dublin To-morrow. 


Although the Tailteann Games have 
ended, the Committee asks the citizens 
of Dublin to keep their flags flying for 
another week. It points out that the 
Rodeo—that breezy and twangful enter- 
tainment—will attract large crowds from 
the provinces, to whom the capital ought 
to offer a gay welcome. The excuse is 
adequate, but we suspect that behind the 
appeal lies another motive, or instinct, 
which we respect and share. It is an 
instinct of reluctance to go back suddenly 
to the unadorned Dublin of last month. 
Not until the last flag has been lowered 
and the last flower has withered in the 
lamp-baskets will the citizens of Dublin 
begin to realise how much their gala 
fortnight has meant for them, During 
those too swift days we have enjoyed a 
reaction from a long season of cares and 
and we do not like the 
idea that all the pleasant sights and 
thoughts must be put behind us now. Yet 
need we put them behind us? Is there 
any decent reason why Dublin should not 
continue to be bright and elegant, now 
that it has recaptured the mood of gaiety 
and has rediscovered the pleasures of 
imagination and taste? All our athletes 
say that the Tailteann Games will revolu- 
tionise Irish athletics through the be- 
getting of a spirit of discontent with past 
efforts and the introduction of 
standards of excellence,

If the people 
of Dublin will invoke the same spirit of 
discontent, they, too, may effect a revolu- 
tion. Why should they not decide now 
that their streets must not be allowed to 
relapse into dirt and drabness, that 
innocent amusement is a good thing for 
everybody, that public festivities and 
public music ought to become a normal 
foature of civic life? Why should not 
patriotic citizens of every class and creed 
combine to provide such counter-attractions 
to the sordid pleasures of the publit- 
house—that ubiquitous symbol the 
failure of our social civilisation?

A civic spirit—which means co-opera- 
tion and imagination—could work wonders 
with the material that is at Dublin's 
disposal. We have plenty of social 
and artistic talent. We have fine 
thoroughfares, ample and handsome public 
spaces and a noble river. Already the 
Free State Army, with its rapidly im- 
proving discipline and carriage, begins to 
furnish that touch of military dlan which 
our people love. We foresee that the Army 
and its bands will play a large part in form- 
ing the character of the new Dublin, With 
their help the habit of open-air assembly 
may be cultivated until Dublin comes to 
resemble Paris, with its thousands of 
humble families dining al fresco under 
summer skies. The development of the 
joys of public music is, we may hope, an 
affair of the near future, and, of course, 
it will receive a great impetus when 
Mr. Lupton and his fellow-workers have 
succeeded in giving us the new concert 
hall. We may expect also that in the near 
future Dublin will discover the immense 
value of its Zoological Gardens, The 
Gardens have fallen of late on evil days. 
They have lost something of their former 
trimness and brightness—not through any 
lack of devotion in the Council of the Royal 
Zoological Society, but because recent 
events have dealt harshly with the class 
from which the subscribing members were 
drawn. Now the Council has issued an 
anxious appeal for new subscribers. The 
need is very urgent and the moment of 
the appeal is, or ought to be, propitious.

Inter-Allied Debts. 

The pact which was signed last Satur- 
day in London is primarily a Franco- 
German agreement. It gives the Germans 
& fairly definite guarantee of territorial 
integrity, and lets them know precisely 
where they stand in regard to the payment 
of reparations. It ensures to the French 
another year's occupation of the Ruhr 
Valley, enables them to feed their 
Lorraine steel trade with German coke, 
and promises them a large sum of German 
money every year. Britain's gains are 
chiefly moral. Agreement between France 
and Germany in itself is a safeguard 
against another European war, and the 
automatic regulation of the reparations 
question is likely to promote throughout 
the Continent those conditions of stability 
which are so essential to the advancement 
of Britain's industrial and commercial 
interests. Compared with France, Belgium, 
and even Germany, however, Britain 


agreement. She will be expected to 
provide nearly fifty per cent. of the pro- 
posed loan of forty millions-to Germany. 
Her share of the reparations pay- 
ments will be only slightly more than 
twenty per cent., as compared with 
France’s fifty-two per cent. During the 
next five years, according to the Dawes 
plan, Germany will pay the Allies a total 
amount of £383,500,000, starting this year 
with £50,000,000, and ending in 1929 with 
£125,000,000. Britain will receive only 
£83,950,000 altogether, or an average of 
less than £17,000,000 a year. The British 
taxpayer need expect no relief. He must 
continue to pay his four and sixpence— 
or, if he is an Irishman, his five shillings 
—in the pound in income tax. 


Under the Anglo-Irish Treaty the 
Free State has pledged herself to pay her 
just share of the British war debt, the 
service of which costs Britain some 
£350,000,000 every year; and, therefore, 
every Irish taxpayer is affected by the 
terms of the London agreement. The 
question of payments into the British 
Exchequer from Germany has been 
settled, and it is obvious that the annual 
amount will make little difference in 
the burden which the war debt imposes on 
the people. There is only one other pos- 
sible source of relief. During the war 
His Majesty's Government lent large sums 
of money to the Allies, and pledged its 
credit in the United States on their 
behalf. Not a penny of that money has 
been repaid. France owes Britain some 
£600,000,000; Italy owes her about 
£500,000,000, while various other Allied 
Powers owe her large sums. Altogether 
the Allies owe Britain considerably more 
than she owes to the United States, and, 
although these debts have been ignored 
since the war, the British taxpayer is re- 
quired to discharge his country’s obliga- 
tions to America. Britain cannot play 
the part of universal provider indefinitely, 
and, now that Germany has made an 
arrangement with her creditors, the 
matter cannot be left in abeyance 
any longer. Far too little attention 
has been paid to the problem of 
inter-Allied debts, and we regret very 
much that the Free State Govern- 
ment did not see fit to send a repre 
sentative to the London Conference to 
insist that something should be done. 
When Britain and the Free State come 
to make up their financial accounts the 
Irish taxpayer will find that he will be 
required to supply money that ought to 
be paid by the French and Italian tax- 
payers. Possibly the British people can 
afford to indulge in this particular form 
of philanthropy, but the Irish people 
certainly cannot afford to do anything of 
the kind. It is the duty of the Free State 
Government to urge that there shall be as 
little delay as possible in the conclusion 
of an inter-Allied funding operation similar 
to that which Britain concluded with the 
United States last year. 


Splendid Failure. 


“I am convinced that the greatest 
mistake originally made was overloading, ’ 
Squadron-Leader MacLaren told the 
Special Correspondent of The Times on 
his arrival at Prince Rupert after his 
fine attempt to fly round the world. He 
expressed the utmost satisfaction with his 
machine, and said that, if he were called 
upon to make another attempt, he would 
choose the same route; but he described 
the endeavour to cross the Pacific by way 
of the Kuriles and Aleutians without an 
escort of at least two ships as “ utterly fool- 
hardy.” “The fog in the Kuriles,” he said, 
‘is almost unbelievable." Day after day 
he and his companions waited in the hope 
that the fog would lift; but always the 
same thick screen hung about them and 
doomed their enterprise to failure. Loth 
to admit defeat, they fought tenaciously 
against cruel fortune, and Flying-Officer 
Plenderleith and Sergeant Andrews, two 
members of the expedition, suffered 
terribly from fever. Squadron-Leader 
Maclaren paid a warm tribute to the 
conduct of his companions—Plenderleith, 
Andrews and Colonel Broome, whose 
culinary skill did much to encourage and 
to revive the party in the terrible hard- 
ships of the sojourn in the North Pacific. 
The courage and endurance which they 
displayed must command universal admira- 
tion and sympathy. Although defeated 
by climatic conditions, Squadron-Leader 
MacLaren learnt many lessons which will 
be useful in the long-distance flights of 
the future. In his opinion, all would 
have been well if they had reached the 
Kuriles a month earlier.

URGENT NEED FOR SUNSHINE. 


CASTLEREA, Monday. 

The crops in Castlerea district are suffering 
from the continued rain. There have not been 
twelve days without rain for the past three 
months. 

The ravages of the blight are apparent 
everywhere, and although the potato crop has 
been sprayed in almost all cases for the third 
time, the stalks are fast withering. Early 
variety potatoes are soft and watery. If a 
spell of dry weather, with plenty of sunshine, 
does not come at once, the potato crop will 
be ruined. 

Oats are flattened on the sodden. ground, 
and g nshine is urgently needed to ripen the 
crop before it rots. | 

Hay-making is impeded by the rain, and 
although the crop is fairly heavy, the quality 
is below the average. The mangel and turnip 
crops are virtually a complete failure. 

G supplies of peat were cut, but for 
the last few weeks the bogs have been in- 
accessible. Very little turf has been saved, 
and much suffering will ensue during the 


coming winter. 
TULLAMORE, Monday. 

Barley is ripening well, but in some dis- 
tricts a great deal of it has been beaten down. 

The cat crop is not in as forward a con- 
dition. Much of it, too, has been flattened. 

If the weather changes for the better there 
is hope, even now, that there will be a good 
yield of all classes.

A General Election. 


Regarding prospects of a general eleo 
tion, Mr. Frank Hodges is prepared ta 
jump where Mr. Clynes fears to tread. 
The Civil Lord of the Admiralty predicts 
the spring, and feels the usual Labour 
optimism, not to say certainty, as to the 
result. The Leader of the House, on the 
other hand, captured during a holiday 
retreat at Ilfracombe, declines to prophecy. 
He possesses the same optimistic view, 
ho ever, as to what the country intends 
to do, whenever the time comes for the 
electorate to vote. Many people still cling 
to the idea that there will be an appeal in 
the autumn of this year. Mr. Hodges may 
have in mind the fascination of a popular 
Budget dangling before the electorate the 
bait of something for nothing, and an 
appeal thereon, but Labour promises are 
at a discount. The complaint of Labour's 
back benches, and particularly of the wild 
men, is that the vast bulk of the last 
election pledges is still awaiting fulfil- 
ment. 


The Covent Garden Strike. 


London is feeling the effect of the Covent 
Garden porters’ strike. In most districts 
vegetables are scarce, and fruit, especially 
the perishable. kinds, is almost unprocur- 
able at all. Local growers are endeavour- 
ing to supply the greengrocers direct, but 
lack of anything like organisation makes 
very little improvement in the position. 
With all the willingness possible on the 
parts of growers and shopkeepers to assist 
the housewife in her difficulties, their good 
offices are not of much use in the absence 
of preconcerted rules of distribution. 
However, they are making a praiseworthy 
effort between them, with the result that 
supplies have not altogether been denied 
to the consumer. Railwaymen and trans- 
port workers threaten to aid the strikers, 
but comparatively little produce is coming 
their way. Supplies from distances have 
been countermanded owing to the impossi- 
bility of handling anything but small 
quantities in the market. To add to the 
housewife’s troubles, London milk and 
dairymen are now “ considering their posi- 
tion. They have demanded £4 a week as 
a minimum, which employers have 
refused. 


Weather Conditions. 


Weather conditions throughout tha 
country are causing gloomy views con 
cerning the harvest. At one time there 
was every promise of the best vield oí 
recent years, but the bountiful crop has 
suffered severe blows. Heavy rains have 
flattened a lot of the growth; yet, with a 
spell of thoroughly fine and settle 
weather, there is sufficient standing to 
ensure farmers a successful season. As a 
matter of fact, it is surprising that more 
havoc has not been wrought. For the 
next fortnight or so the farmer will he 
measuring every day.in money. To many 
of them the difference between sunshine 
and rain means success or ruin, as agri- 
culture has not been such a paying concern 
as to permit financial reserves to be laid up 
against a really bad season. Showery 
w:-ther prevails pretty well all the 
country over, with little enough prospect 
of an immediate chance. 


Rifle Shooting. 


The success of the Aldershot rifle meet» 
ing was one of many indications of the 
Army's increasing interest, especially 
individually, in rifle shooting. Before the 
war a short-sighted policy rather damped 
the soldiers’ enthusiasm, with the result 
that individual work on the ranges was 
not popular. Wiser regulations have 
wrought a great change, which was 
observed not only at the Aldershot meet- 
ing, but at the Rhine Army’s shoot for 
the championship. The soldier is now 
keen to learn more about the new weapon 
which Army experts are evolving. The 
Earl of Cavan's hints on the subject have 
set a lot of people thinking. It is 
open secret that the School of Smal! 
Arms has been experimenting for a long 
time on a type of automatic which wil 
permit continuous firing without the 
weapon having to be removed from the 
shoulder every time a fresh cartridge has 
to go into the chamber. That problem has 
been easily solved. The difficulty has been 
to ensure that, in addition to improved 
shooting qualities, the new weapon at the 
same time shall fulfil each and all the 
32 specifically required of a Service 
rifle.

and Sergeant Griffin, Carrick-on-Suir. There 
was also Guard Morrin, who had been para- 
lysed as a result of the attack in which 
Sergeant Griffin lost his life. 


Finally, four names were selected, and 


from those the final decision was made. The 
fourth of those was Guard Murray, who, 
although unable to swim, rescued two youn 
ladies. from drowning at Westport. The third 
was Sergeant O'Higgins, of Athboy, who, 
under gunfire from a party of attackers, went 
out to cut the fuse attached to a land mine, 
which had been placed there to blow up the 
Guards’ station and its four occupants. The 
second on the list was Sergeant McGillicuddy, 
of Clondalkin Station, Co. Dublin. That 
officer had at least six acts of bravery to his 
credit, and his record was the best in the 
whole force. The medal, however, was for 
the best individual act performed in the year 
1923, and on those conditions Guard Milroy 
was placed first. (Applause.) 


Guard Milroy was then called on to the 


paltform, and while the crowd stood in their 


places Colonel Scott pinned the medal on his 


breast. 
COLONEL SCOTT. 


Colonel Scott then gave a short address, 
directed principally, as he said, fo “‘ my fellow 
policemen.” He said that nearly 70 per cent. 
of the police force of New York were Irish- 
men, and most of the gold medals for bravery 
went to Irish members of that body, In the 
name of the police of New York and of their 
Commissioner, Richard E. Enright, he was 
proud to shake the band of so brave a police- 
man as Guard James Milroy. (Applause.) 

He had a great respect for the police force 
of any country, and an equally great hope 
from Commissioner Enright’s movement to 
link up all the police forces of the world. A 
police force was a country’s first line cf 
defence. Not in fifty years had the military 
forces been called upon to meet an emergency 
in Greater New York. They had always de- 
pended on their police. A policeman’s 
valour wae displayed almost in all cases 
when he was alone, without the support 
of comrades, without the encouragement 
of druma and bugles and flags. In the per: 
formance of his duty as a protector of the 
citizens he hed to take risks in dark and 
dangerous places, often among desperate men 
and not seldom his adherence to duty cost 
him his life. That spirit was evidently in 
the Garda Siochana. 

In conclusion, he said that his short visit 
to Ireland had filled him with the conviction 
that theirs was a country with a great 


future, close at hand. When he saw their 


Army on Sunday and their policemen that 
afternoon, and their organisatians, built up in

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THE ECLIPSE OF THE MOON, 

TU THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Last Thursday evening we were 
motoring home from a friend’s house and 
watched for the moon as we went along. 
About nine o'clock the clouds dispersed and 
we had a splendid and uninterrupted view 
of the éclipse. The sky m that quarter was 
perfectly clear and the moon presented an 
unusual and interesting spectacle. The 
shadow, aljhough completely covering it, 
appeared darker on one side than on the 
other. The whole thing had a sub-transparent 
appearance; it was like a thick covering of 
smoke, the right half being darker than the 
left. The darker shadow was blurred and 
seemed to extend irregülarly towards the 
centre of “the moon, fading into the 
lighter shadow that enveloped the whole. 

We watched it thus, and then suddenly 
a bright rim appeared—intensely bright—and 
gradually grew wider; and we knew that the 
shadow was moving off. Very soon a bank 
of clouds moved up and covered the moon
